THE LOG CHURCHES 
by IRENE STRAZICICH 

During the Middle Ages the Serbian Ortho¬ 
dox built log churches which are still in 
existence. There are two reasons why this 
type of church was so widely used. At that 
time there were extensive forests for obtain¬ 
ing timber and during the five hundred years 
of Turkish subjugation the people did not 
have the money to build costly stone churches 
which were being built from the 12th to the 
14th centuries in other places. 

The log churches are buildings of architec¬ 
tural merit though modest in size and mater¬ 
ials. These early builders had a sense of 
proportion and harmony. They were constructed 
like regular log cabins but adapted for re¬ 
ligious uses. The earliest record of wooden 
churches dates from the time of St. Sava, 
the first Serbian archbishop in the 12th or 
13th centuries. The oldest I found listed was 
Sevojno built in 1773 and Miliconica in 
1791. One of the finest examples is Raca 
Kragujevacka 1827. Over the centuries they 
kept their modest, simple form. They were 
small churches, the product of poor people. 

When Serbia was first liberated, the ruler 
Milos Obrenovic gave assistance for the 
building of such churches. According to the 
records during his time, seventy log 
churches were built or repaired. They were 
kep inconspicuous, modest, and situated in 
wooded places so as not to provoke the 
Turkish rulers. 

When the liberation movement against the 
Turks gained strength, these churches were 
built everywhere during the 18th and 19th 
centuries. Each church is connected with an 




historical event or legend. The names of men 
who fought against the Turks are found on 
icons, gravestones, and in church records. 

These surviving churches may be thought of as 
rebel churches. Many of the outer walls 
had loopholes for rifles if needed for 
defense. There was sometimes a cellar for 
monks arid people. I found many of these 
churches listed in the Yugoslav encyclopedia. 
Each has an example of something outstanding. 
Some have carved doors, or icons, signatures 
of famous artists who did the carving parti¬ 
cularly on the doors, local crafted furni¬ 
ture, goldsmith work, different contruction, 
steep roofs, and underground shelters or not. 

The screen (iconostasis) that separates 
the altar and the nave in Eastern churches 
was decorated by professional artists. In the 
19th century Serbia, liberated but poor, 
had art preserved in its log churches. The 
outer porches were decorated and carved. 

These are some fine examples of folk art. 

The furniture also reflects the traditional 
folk element. 

Finally, when economic conditions improved, 
there was no longer a need for the log church. 
Wooden churches ceased to be the cheapest since 
forests were fast disappearing. War arid time 
had taken their toll. Probably only forty of 
such churches remain. Those that have sur¬ 
vived still serve their chief purpose. They 
are attracting the attention as historical 
and ethnographic curiousities. Of all old 
wooden buildings the log churches are the most 
important for they are examples of national 
creativity.

"We live it completely," Petar says of him¬ 
self, his wife Andreja and their teen-age 
daughter Larisa. "We eat Serbian foods and 
go by the Julian calendar, which is different 
from the Gregorian one the Western world goes 
by." 

The Bartolovics, who live in a hilltop 
home between Elmira and Junction City, are 
dedicated to preserving the feasts and folk¬ 
ways of Serbia, a republic of Yugoslavia. 
Through their catering business, SERBIAN 
SPECIALTIES, and through the non-profit 
JUGOSLAV CULTURAL BANK that they head, they 
hope to instill a strong cultural awareness 
among all of Oregon's Yugoslavs.
